Besides the preservation
of life and limb, a strict compliance with this
luw will prevent the spread ol many fires, and
the destruetion of much property. The law has,
however, been greatly ~ disregarded, At the
grest fire sbout a week since, at Delaware
avenue and Vine streets, and at the oue last
night ‘o North Third street, the hatchways were
found open, In both cases firemen were very
egeriously injured, The Association intend to

He imme-
diately discovered that hie was disposed to give
indicationg of insubordination, ani made due
Er?mﬂons to entorce obedlence. Abrahams

ad been locked up for several days, haviog
been suspected of an intention to desert. Angry
words and an sltercation followed, when the
senmin drew a sheath knife und pluaged it into
the leit side of Captain Cox, nnd also cut him on
the cheek and forehead. Officer John Crawiord,
ConstaYle ol the Fifth Ward, who was at hand,
nesisted by Officers John O'Donnell and James
Nolen, went aboard the brig, and arrested Abra-
hams, and brought him before Alderman Dough-
erty, who committed him and two other parties
who were presenl o prizon, upon the charge ot
asganlt and battery with intent to kiil, to awalt
the result of Captain Cox's injuries,

The brig was preparing to ciear from this port
for Gibraltar this moruine, and preparations
were being made at the time the assauit was
committed. At the time the sssault was made
the offender was entively sober, and the attack
entirely unprovoked, He was very bolsterous
in his netion, and was exeiting others ol the
erow to riotons conduct and mutiny. The iu-
juries infhicted upon Captemn Cox are of such a
character as to produce death, o the opimon of
the surgeons, and but little hope is entertuined
ot his recovery, The acensed has 4 rather vicious
countenance, 14 evidently withont edocation,
and gives evidence of hayving led o dissipated
life. He was taken to the County Prison, to
